BACK TO'HEADQUARTERS. 


After leaving^, the "presence of Man- 


ager Kelly and 'President Heron of the 
Oakland Tractlo'n Consolidated, Messrs. 
Mahon and Blllson went to the head- 
quarters of the local carmen's union, over 
the southeast corner of Twelfth street 
and Broadway, and there remained In 
conference with the other members of 
the agreement committee of the union 
until ten minutes after 12 o'clock. 


AGAIN ON THE MOVE. 


The conference room at 
that time 


opened^-and Messrs.- Mahon and Ellison 
appeared. 


All the other members of the commit- 


tee were present, viz: William B. Ham- 
ilton, Edward C. Straub, J. Smart, Rich- 
ard Cornelius, D, C. Grlerson, Thomas 
Sawyer and S. F. Connolly. 


Neither Mahon nor Ellison would shed 


light on what transpired behind closed 
doors. 


They walked back slowly to the con- 


ference room in the Syndicate building. 
which they reached at 12:15 o'clock, and 
In which the conference with the rail- 
road magnates was resumed. 


The session was a short one, because 
Messrs. Mahon and 
Ellison appeared 


again In the corridor at 12:30 rfclock. 
There appeared to be a forced cheerful- 
ness In their demeanor. Their reticence, 
however, had not changed because both 
refused to tell what had been under 
discussion in the conference. 
It developed In a talk with President 


Mahon that the action of tho agreement 
committee cannot be final.

Pratt—Cllft, Hathaway, Nunan, Wil- 
cox, Wood.

Both candidates refrained from vot-

I the Board proceeded to 'ballot a second 
' time. This tinie the vote remaln'ed un- 


changed. A third time the secretary 
was Instructed to call the 
roll. This 


time Director Pratt, to 'break the dead- 
lock voted for himself thus receiving the 
necessary six votes arid was declared 
duly elected'president of the Board. 


The following: clause, to .be Inserted 


in Its proper place in the rules and 
regulations, was read and 
then laid 


over for one month acordlng to the re- 
quirements: 


"ARTICLE X. 


"Section 7%. No. person, other than 


a regular student or member of the 
faculty of either of the high schools of 
this department shall be endorsed by 
the principal thereof as an officer of 
any stu'dent or class organization, as 
manager of any team of pupils,.or aa 
representative of the school with which 
he is connected, to any league of stu- 
dent organizations,

INSURE BUILDINGS. 


The Finance Committee reported its

Amending the Rate Bill. 


J 
The Hepburn rate bill is to be amended in a way that \vill 


probably make it acceptable to all the Republican Senators with per- 
haps half a dozen exceptions. 
The President has at last made a 


concession to the conservatives on the Republican side by assenting 
to the insertion of a court revision clause. 


Senators Bailey and Rayner, on the Democratic side, agreed 


with Senators Knox and Spooner, on the Republican side, that a 
court-revision provision is necessary to make the bill constitutional. 


But while the ablest lawyers in the Senate are unanimous as 


to the necessity of amending the Hepburn bill there is wide dis- 
agreement as to the legal effect of the amendmenj that is to be 
inserted with the President's consent. Bailey and Rayner say it will 
enable the railroads to prevent, by order of the United States Circuit 
Court, any rate fixed by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission 


going into effect at once. Knox and Dolliver take a directly op- 
posite view. 
They contend that granting-the court the 
express 


power to review the rate forbids, by implication, the issuance of 
a restraining order in advance of review and adjudication. With 
the exception, perhaps, of Gorman, Morgan, Martin and Clark, the 
Democratic Senators .subscribe to the views of Bailey and Rayner. 
Tftlman, who nominally has charge of the bill, emphatically docs, 
and announces that he will fight the amendment on the floor of the 
Senate. The debate is sure to be an interesting one 


There were no Democrats present at the conference at which 


the President consented to amendment of the bill. Mr. Roosevelt 
made no concealment of his desire to have the bill passed in its 


i present form, but he assented to amendment partly to ward off de- 


feat of the measure and partly to secure harmonious party action in 
the Senate. Thus the Democratic radicals have been alienated and 
the Republican conservatives brought once more to the White 
House banner. At the same time the rate bill has been made a Re- 
publican measure in the Senate. 
Its passage is assured by Repub- 


lican votes, but the effect of the amendment which Long of Kansas 
will propose will have to be determined by the courts 
If Bailf-y and 


Rayner are right the bill will not alter the present situation greatly. 


It is to be hoped the school census now being taken will make 


a better showing than the one taken last year, According to the 
last enumeration, the increase in school children in Oakland was in 
the ratio of one to two new dwellings. This is so manifestly con- 
trary to the facts as to be ridiculous were it not for the loss of 
school money received from the State fund. A careless and im- 
perfect school census means the loss of thousands of dollars to the 
city.

A Labor Party Victory.

The labor part}' in Great Britain is young yet, but it has won a 


.'^decided victory in the House of Commons. Before it has hard'y 


got out of swaddling clothes it has forced the new Liberal ^uvtrn- 
nient to accept the labor proqrcm in regard to the trades dispute bill. 
A measure prepared by the ministry has been put aside for a bill 
submitted by the labor party. 


This bill, which has just passed Parliament by an overwhelming 


majority, provides that all funds belonging to labor 
unions 
are 


exempt from seizure for damages incurred in strikes, but are in- 
violate save for the purposes for which they were collected. 


The origin of this measure was the Taff Vale decision two or 


three years ago. which laid down the rule that the funds of a union 
were liable under execution for damages to property sustained in 
a strike ordered by the said union. This decision made it possible 
for employers to tie up the funds of every union that called a strike, 
thus depriving strikers of the sinews of war when they were most 
needed. 


The Liberal government presented a bill giving qualified im-' 


munity for union funds, but the labor party stood out for absolute 
immunity and gamed their point.

"The rules finally adopted for the • 


new American Intercollegiate football 
game are, I see, essentially similar to I 
those worked out at the last previous 
meetings of the rules committee. There 
can be no doubt that these rules will 
affect a radical change in the game, 
but exactly what this change will be 
I think no one at the present timo can 
foresee. 


"Nothing short o£ one entire season's 


experience can, for instance, determine 
how the new ten-yard rule will oper- 
ate. This rule was intended to dimin- 
ish line bucking, but there are some 
experts who prophecy that the very 
plan of their rulea will cause the de- 
fense to so strengthen the ends of the 
line as to weaken the center, and so, 
after all, enhance the temptation, to 
buck. 


"I should myself think that buck- 


Ing would thereby bs discouraged and 
something will take its place. I am 
sure I do not know what this will be. 


"At any rate wa have decided, 
for 


ourselves, to let the Eastern people do 
our experimenting for us during the 
coming year. I shall look with inter- 
est'to see what sort of game will de- 
velop out of the new rules."

"At present I am more in the posi- 


tion o£ an observer of public affairs 
than an actor. I was Secretary of the 
Treasury 
In Cleveland's administra- 


tion, and In that position I had my 
mind turned necessarily to the eco- 
nomic questions that were agitating 
the country The treasury department 
has a more Intimate connection with 
the commerce of the country than any 
other department of the government 
because it has the collection of the du- 
ties on trade and thus has, or rather 
had at that txie, charge of the light- 
house service, the revenue cutters, the 
guests of Mr and Mra Wlllard Werslar. life saving service, the marine hospl-

ECONOMIC QUESTIONS. 


"Consequently the Secretary of the 
Treasury had to 
consider economic 


questions and in my time especially the 
questions of the currency. 
We then 
had the question of what the govern- 
ment relation between gold, silver and 
greenbacks should be. At the end of 
my first year in the Treasury we had 
a surplus of $100,000,000 over our ex- 
penses but this had been accumulated 
entirely in sliver as the government 
paid/ its creditors In whatever coin 
they wanted and received 
from 
Its 


debtors whatever they wished 10 get 
rid of. From this we learned that what 
the public least wanted was sliver and 
we could not dispose of It until the ac- 
cumulation In the treasury amounted 
to this fabulous sum of JIOO.000,000. If 
lit had not been for the fact that the 
revenues of the government exceeded 
its expenses by the same amount the 
treasury would have had to force silver 
on the public which would have quick- 
ly driven the currency- of the country 
to a silver basis. But the surplus al- 
lowed us to pay gold -whenever it was 
wanted 
"This took money out of circulation 
and there was a demand for more green- 
backs of the smaller denominations, but 
we saw that we must In some way get 
the $100.000,000 of silver bock Into tho 
hands of the people 
At that time no 
silver 
certificates 
were 
Issued 
for 
amounts under $6, but the greenbacks 
were issued In all amounts down to il. 
So we ceased Issuing the smaller green- 
backs and Issued silver certificates In the 
smaller -amounts, and where befoio *he 
people refused to accept the silver dol- 
lar, 
they now eagerly took the silver cer- 


tificate for the some amount, as it was 
much more convenient and as the gold 
currency 
had 
been withdrawn. Now 
there is no paper money of any form in 
the United States under 35 except th« 
sliver certificates that we Issued in 1886. 
These measures were Just taken In time 
to avoid sending the government to a 
sliver basis 


IS PUZZLED. 


"I was for a long time puzzled to 
know why a government could give a 
thing legal tender power and still not 
give it value by this act. It seemed to 
me that this ought to give It value, but 
the facts have proven that It is not so. 
It could be given power to pay debts 
but might still become worthless—as In 
the case of our Continental and Civil 
War greenbacks ' Its \olue might vary 
greatly in a. short time, though Its power 
to pay past debts would not change. WBy 
Is this so" I find that it is because the 
legal tender has this power and this 
only—that It has the power to pay past 
debta.

cants' right to land, and requiring immi- 
gration 
commissioners 
to permit 
the 
holders of such certificates to land after 
they have proved their identity.

admit 
Chinese 
to 
bail 
pending the decision of appeals from de- 
partmental decisions denying them the 
right of entry. 
Third—Providing for the re-registra- 


tion of all Chinese now In the United 
Slates. 
Fourth—To 
remove 
all 
restrictions 


upon Chinese laborers returning to the 
United States, and making their certifi- 
cate, upon proper identification, prlma 
facie evidence of their right to land. 
The California delegation is skeptica 
regarding the second and fourth amend- 
ments, and Is inclined to oppose them. 
It is afraid it the Chinese are admitted 
to hail there will be substitutions and 
other subterfuges for evading the law-i.

takes the position that Chinese aliens 
should be entitled to the same rights as 
other aliens, no more and no less. Re- 
garding tho fourth amendment, the Caii-

The members of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee said today they regarded the 
amendments as perfecting the exclusion 
laws, and would be inclined to give them 
the right of way over the Foster bill or 
any other proposed change of laws af- 
fecting the Chinese.

the end of Its franchise on Third street, 
which is at Union street. . The Southern 
Pacific was* Interested in changing the 
grade of Third street at this point while 
the Western Pacific opposed It.

The ordinance re-establishing1 the grade 
was referred to tho Street Committee and 
tho city engineer by the Council after all 
objection had been withdrawn.
